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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The amendment of claim 1 significantly chanes the scope of the claims and subsequantly the scope of the 
dependent claims 2-3 and 5. Therefore, it requires new considerations and search. In additions, cancellation of claim 6 raises issues under 
35 USC 112(2), because claims 7-14 depend on claim 6 (directly or indirectly). 



Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 1 . Applicant argues that the language of claim 1 
(comprising) clearly means a copolymer structure. This is incorrect. Open language (comprising) does not mean that the polymer strucutre 
should have a repeating units other than one claimed. 2. Regarding cis and trans indenofluorene, Examiner states that the comparison of 
the above structures is incorrect. The variations in properties in polymers, which shown by the Applicant, can be derived from differences in 
interaction between the components of copolymer structure (structure III). In order to show unexpected results Applicant should compare 
his compound with one of closest prior art (see MPEP 716.02) . 
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
